ger he shot her and then cut her throat. 
A blood-stained knife found in hi* pock- 
et, corroborated the statement. Ward, 
when lirst captured, slronuou.-ly denied 
his u'uilr, but, severely quc.-tioned, tin- 
ally confessed. He failed 
to 
explain, 


however, how he came to be engaged in 
conveTs;i1.io!i 'with the victim, and the 
ollieials believe it was either an unpro- 
voked murder or the deed of n maniac.

tremendous pit-ch of fury, gathered in 
front of the county jail, and battered 
down the outer dcor. 


Jnilor Lawrence O'DomirH

The slierilV was ab.-ent when the mob 


descended upnii the jail. The deputies 
put up a vigorous rcsi-tanee and at (list 
appeared to have s.ucec.-sfully beaten oft 
the crowd, but on the second onslaught 
the infuriated mob. variously estimated 
at i.OOO to :i.OOO in number, swept away 
nil obstacles. 


Ward was dragged 
from his cell, a 


rope was placed around bis neck and he 
was dragged down the street to a wag- 
on bridge spanning the \Vnbasli river. 
On the way to the bridge, eight blocks 
distant, Ward was beaten with clubs 
and repeatedly shot ill. 
lie was nneon- 


Koious and- in all probability dead when 
the loose, end of the rope was lied to a 
timber of the bridge and his body swung 
out over the stream. 


A strand of th.- rope suddenly broke 


and the leaders, fearing their prey might 
drop into the river, hastily drew the 
body back upon the bridge. 


It was dragged across to the west 


side. 


A huge bonfire was quickly built, tho 


liodv wns •thrown upon the pyre and in 
a short time was burned to a crisp. 


A vn.it crowd witnessed the final act 


in the lynching. 
' 
When' the mob dragged Ward to the 


bridge and prepared to hang him. a 
great crowd collected along the river 
side. This kept on increasing in *iw, 
us thousands of men. women and child- 
ren hurried to the scene. After it wns 
delenuhied to burn the negro, a bar was 
placed aero.-s the bridge to prevent the 
crowd from pres:--iiig closer, and when 
the fire was lighted and the body thrown 
int" the Names, the east bank of Ihe 
river, the hddg"* up and down stream 
und hundreds of housetops were black 
with spectators, from whom not a \\ord 
of pity c-caped, although many depro- 
caled the burning of the body. 


Those who took an active part in the 


lynching made no attempt at disguise. 
" Ward's body was laid across the (ire, 
the feet projecting from one .-ide and 
the head from the other. 


Members of the mob were dissatisfied 


with the 
coihla^ration, 
however, and 


quantities of oil and turpentine were 
poured upon the pile. The flames leap- 
ed higher and higher, and in a short 
time little was left of the ue-jro.

MINERS PERISH 


One Man Escapes to Tell of Night 


Shift's Annihilation. 


THE IMPRISONED MEN 


ARE ALL FOREIGNERS 


Flro Ili-olie Out on Sixth Level and Soon 


Spread to Main Lead—No Uopo 


TliatAuy of Them Will Bu 


llcnulicd Alive, 


KEMMKRKR, Wyo., Feb. 2G.—Fifty 


foreigners whose, names are as yet unob- 
tainable, undoubtedly have perished in a 
lire which was discovered la-st evening in 
the sixth level of the Diamondville coal 
mine No. 1. Only one man, John Ander- 
son, was able to reach the main shaft 
and mac his escape, so quickly did the 
lire spread through the level. Fire was 
discovered in the sixth level of the-mine 
late htst evening. Xo one knows how it 
started. The night shift of fifty men, 
all foreigners, had been at work several 
hours, and, for a time were unaware of 
their 
danger. 
They 
worn 
scattered 


along the working, some distance back 
from the main lead. 


John Anderson was the nearest man 


to the opening into the main shaft. Ho 
gave the alarm which was passed down 
tho tunnel, and then, placing a heavy 
overcoat over his head, began a desper- 
ate 
battle with the smoke, fire and 


deadly fumes of gas. to reach the mr(in 
lead, if escape, might be possible. 


J'v this time the outside men of the 


colliery had learned of the fire and sev- 
eral went down in the hope of rescuing 
the imprisoned men. At the. opening of 
the level, where the 
.'lames were at 


work, they found John Anderson, com- 
pletely exhausted. 
He was carried to 


the open air and soon revived, although 
he was severely burned about tho bod}". 
Anderson explained 
the 
situation 
in 


which his companions were placed and 
every ell'ort was made to reach the im- 
prisoned men. 


livery plan known to mining experts 


and tho otlieiaU of the company was 
ipiickly put, into operation for the check- 
ing of the fire, but without apparent ef- 
fect. 
'J he level was "plugged' at 
its 


opening, about 
two miles 
from 
the 


mouth, in order to check the draught 
through the workings and thus kill the 
fire. Hands of men went down the shaft 
repeatedly and tried to face tb,c. flames 
which were eating their way through 
the level, but they were invariably com- 
pelled to retreat. 


There was no let up ill the efforts to 


gel into the level, however, and this, 
de.-pitc the almost absolute certainty 
that none of the imprisoned men can ; 
now be alive.

workings and the older miners still hope I 
that 
the imprisoned 
men may have | 


found a way to fight olT the. flames and 
that they will subsist on horse meat un- 
til rescuers can rer.ch them. • 


Up to 11 o'clock this morning, no bod- 


ies hud been recovered. Work at the 
other mines was suspended and all the 
miners joined in the attempt nt rescue. 


Later reports say that tin: number of 


men entombed is only twenty-six. 


OlliciaU of the company stated this af- 


ternoon that upon investigation they 
have come to the conclusion that the 
lire started in the driver's cabin at the 
main entrance of level Xo. (i. It is sup- 
posed to have originated 
through the 


carelessness of the drivers, who congre- 
gated there between runs. 


Of the. men imprisoned in the workings 


only two are supposed to Americans— 
the balance being Italians and Finns. 


Practically all hope of finding any of 


the men alive has been given up.

Friend Ward: Not having vary much 


to rio today on acomit of ii being New- 
Year's, will write and let you know we 
iirc in the bent of health and hope this 
letter will find you in the same condi- 
tion. 


We have been enjoying ourselves pret- 


ty much of late. There was Thanks- 
giving; we had a good time and plenty 
to cat. But Christmas topped then) all 
off; wo have not been able to eat a 
'square :nea.l since. 


Christmas morning we had to escort 


'a couple of tome "niggers" on a ten- 
mile "hike," but they did not forget it 
was Christmas and gave us live dollars 
"to oil up on." There were ten in the 
"bunch" of us. The 2Sth of December 
we went to Tyabas, the capital of tin- 
province, where \ve hung three "niggers." 
.H wus the first time i ever witnessed 
liny of that kind of business, and must 
say I enjoyed it very much. They were 


. ba'il "niggers," not insurrcctors. but la- 


drones. They murdered 
an 
insurgent 


major's whole family and n!l the child- 
ren. 
We had captured the major and 


while he was in prison, the ladrones 
done the job. They were after money 
and got it. The leader of their gang 
iifierwardi 
offered 
$40,000 
American 


money for his release and thought the 
Americans were queer 
people 
not to 


take him up. 


Thev were given a. fair and impartial 


trial and were found guilty. In nil there 
were six of them at the time of the ap- 
prehension. Two died in prison, three 
hung, and I guess the third will get the 
sumo-dose. 


Hanging is a new thing over here to 


•the, natives. They. ii?<V the 
shooting 


methods. 
Well, we had a scaffold built 


for three and when thi> natives saw it, 
tWy thought wo would pull them up 
instead of letting the. victims drop.. The 
.scaffold was right out in the open, where 
they could all look on. The soldiers, in- 
cluding 
us, formed 
a hollow square 


urouml the place and it wasn't very long 
before the show started. Pretty soon, 
the colonel and some "high guy'' negro 
officers got on the platform and read 
ihe charges, and, after that, the proces- 
sion 
en me along, 1he three 
prisoners 


'vjth their hands strapped behind them, 
two guards leading them as they were :', 
bit "shaky." There 
were two 
priest's 


with I hem all the nijfht before and up l.o 
the time they met their doom, so-I guess 
ihey are in heaven by this time. 


The church was only about twenty- 


five yards from where they were hung 
and. while they were walking up tin- 
platform, the hells were ringing for their 
funeral. The whole job was a sueeess, 
and it 
worked like a clock. Two of 


them never made a kick, but one of them 
hud a tougii neck, and you Oiight to have 
seen him feel for bottom with his feet, 
l,u-. he never found it. The trio were 
left hanging for thirty minutes. 50 all 
the natives could look 
on. They all 


seemed to think they had received their 
just, deserts 
and 
were 
well satisfied 


when the offenders were. dond. 
Lt was 


a day I will not forget in a long while- 
I have a piece ol' the ropo that hung the 
leader of them. 


As far as the trouble is concerned, it 


is pretty quiet here now. except for 
those iadrones and T think in another 
year they will be n nuisance of the past. 


The Thirty-seventh leave Manila to- 


day on the Sheridan for the states. I 
would not mind being numbered among 
them, as wo were neighbors here and 
worked together 
all the 
time. They 


were a good lot of fellows and soldiers. 
The Thirty-seventh was organised over 
here and most of the men have served 
two terms on the islands. 


The Eleventh cavalry leave next week 


on the .Mead. They were also associat- 
ed with us all the time. I think before 
the middle of February we will be on 
board some transport, bound lor home. 
Our turn comes fifth, and if they take 
the way we arrived in Manila, which I

They are 
awful long winded people and can play 
for hours without stopping to change

One Man Escapes to Tell of Night 


Shift's Annihilation. 


THE IMPRISONED MEN 


ARE ALL FOREIGNERS 


I'ire Broke Out on Sixth Level nud Soon 


Spread to Slain Lead—No Hope 


That Any of Them \Vill Bo 


Konchod Alive. 


KEMMERER, Wyo., Feb. 2G.—Fifty 


foreigners whose names arc as yet unob- 
tainable, undoubtedly have perished in a 
fire which was discovered last evening in 
the sixth level of the Diamoudvillc coal 
mine Xo. 1. Only one man, John Ander- 
son, was able to reach the main shaft 
and mae his escape, so quickly did the 
iire spread through the 'level. Fire was 
discovered in the sixth level of the mine 
late hvst evening. Xo one knows how it 
started. The night shift of fifty men, 
all foreigners, had been at work several 
hours, and, for a time were unaware of 
their 
danger. 
They 
were 
scattered 


along the working, some distance back 
from t h e main lead- 


John Anderson was the nearest man 


to the opening into the main shaft. He 
gave the alarm which was passed down 
the tunnel, and then, placing a heavy 
overcoat over his head, began a desper- 
ate battle with the smoke, 
tire and 


deadly furncs of gas, to reach the main 
lead, if escape might be possible. 


15y this time the outside men of the 


colliery had learned of the fire and sev- 
eral went down in the hope of rescuing 
the imprisoned men. At the opening of 
the level, where the 
llames were at 


work, they found John Anderson, com- 
pletely exhausted. He was carried to 
the. open air and soon revived, although 
he was severely burned about the body. 
Anderson explained 
the 
situation in 


which his companions were placed anel 
every effort was made to reach the im- 
prisoned men, 


Every plan known to mining experts 


and the oliicials of the company was 
quickly put into operation for the check- 
ing of the fire, but without apparent ef- 
fect. The level was ''plugged' at its 
opening, 
about 
two miles 
from 
the 


mouth, in order to check the draught 
through the workings and thus kill the 
fire. JJands of men went down the shaft 
repeatedly and tried to face th.e flames 
which were eating their way through 
the, level, but they were invariably com- 
pelled to retreat. 


There was no let. up in the efforts to 


get into the level, however, and this, 
despite the almost absolute certainty 
that none, ejf the imprisoned men can 
now he alive. 


There were a number of horses in the 


workings and the older miners still hope 
that 
the imprisoned 
men may 
have 


found a way to fight off the flames and 
that they will subsist on horse meat un- 
til rescuers can rer.eh them. 


Up to 11 o'clock this morning, no bod- 


ies had been recovered. Work at the 
other mines was suspended and all the 
miners joined in the attempt at rescue. 


Later reports say that the number of 


men entomb^el is only twenty-six. 


Oflicials of the company stated this af- 


ternoon that upon investigation they 
have come to the conclusion that the 
fire started in the driver's cabin at the 
main entrance of level X"o. 0. It is sup- 
posed to have 
originated through the 


carelessness of the drivers, who congre- 
gated there between runs. 


Of the men imprisoned in the workings 


only two arc supposed to Americans 
- 


the balance being Italians anel .Finns. 


Practically all hope of finding any of 


the men alive has been given up.

KANSAS RAID 


ENDSFATALLY 


J. W. Adams Shot in Battle Between 


Policemerv and Citizens. 


REV. F. W. EMERSON 


LODGED IN 
JAIL 


But Was Released later—Kaid Took Place 


Shortely After Midnight — Adams 


Claims That He Was Shot 


by tJae Police. 


TOPEKA, Kas., 
Feb. 25.—J. W. 


Adams.was fatally wounded in a battle 
between three 'policemen and a band of 
citizens who made a midnight raid on 
a North Topeka wholesale liquor house. 
A large quantity of cased beer was de- 
stroyed before the crowd was dispers- 
ed. A crowd ,of about sixty 
citizens 


armed with revolvers, 
sledge-hammers, 


crowbars a.nd a battering ram, broke 
into the wholesale 
liquor 
house of 


"Cash" Curtis, on West Curtis street, 
between Kansas avenue and Jackson 
street, last midnight and smashed the 
beer found there. Three policemen drove 
the crowd back. Both the 
policemen 


and the citizens 
fired their revolvers 


and J. W. Adams, a carpenter, was shot 
twice in the breast. He was taken in a 
hack to Riverside hospital, where he lies 
in a precarious condition- 


Dr. M. R. Mitchell and Rev. F. W. 


Emerson were both arrested by the po- 
lice. Rev. Emerson was taken to the 
police station where he was booked un- 
der the charge' of resisting an officer. 
He was allowed to go on his own recog- 
nizance. Dr. Mitchell took Aaams to 
tho hospital and was allowed to stay 
and administer to him, without giving 
bond. The 
three 
officers—Patrolmen 


Pownoy and Boyles and Private Watch- 
man Connors— claim Adams was shot 
by hisi own crowd while he was re-treat- 
ing from the point of attack. Adams 
declares, however, that he was shot by 
a police-man. Officer Conners says that 
his revolver, 
a 38-calibrc 
affair, was 


knocked from hi* hand. Officer Down- 
ey says ho did not arrive on the scene 
until the trouble was about over, and 
Ofiicer Boylcs, who carries a 44-calibre 
revolver, claims the two shots he fired 
were aimed upward. 


Dr. Mitchell and Dr. Charles W. Ham- 


mond, who cared for Adams at tho hos- 
pital, say he was shot with a 32 or 38- 
calibre revolver- One shot took effect 
in the center of his chest and the other 
in the right shoulder. The bullets did 
not come out. 


The crowd which did tho smashing 


mot in West Curtis street, about two 
blocks from the ''joint." Estimates of 
its size vary from thirty to sixty per- 
sons. A few moments past 12 o'clock 
the crowd moved enst in Curtis street to 
Jackson street. The 
wholesale 
liquor 


house is a small frame building at the 
roar of Curtis' home, which faces on 
Curtis street. The crowd turned south 
on Jackson street, and crossed the rear 
of the lots between the street and tho 
liquor house. In one of the yards was 
a log a foot thick. A half dozen men 
seized the log and used it is a battering 
ram. At the first blow the door gave 
way. A lantern lighted up the corner, 
but it was accidentally extinguished and 
the work was done in tho dark. Three 
men stood inside and passed the cases 
nnd kegs of beer to the men in the door- 
way, who throw them into the yard to 
b? smashed. The 
crowd 
used 
heavy 


sledges, axes, masons' 
hammers and 


crowbars. The 
owners of 
the 
beer 


made no resistance. 


Patrolman Boy lea and Watchman Con- 


.ners wore called from the Union Pacific 
depot, two blocks away, and were tho 
first officers tlu-re. They entered 
the 


yard and drove the crowd back. 
Before 


the officers arrived, thirty cases and two 
kegs of beer 
had boon 
smashed. The 


crowd fell back slowly to a ditch near 
Jackson strcot, where the leaders suc- 
ceeded in rallying their forces. 


While tho crowd was being driven 


back, twenty or thirty shots were fired. 
When the crowd swerved back to Jack- 
son street, the officers were near tho 
building and Adams was between the of- 
ficers and the chowd. When 
he was 


shot ho fell beside a pile of wood. Offi- 
cer Boyles claims Adams 
was facing 


west and running toward the 
crowd 


when he was shot. 


When Adams fell, the crowd thought 


he had tripped ever the pile of wood. 
He did not rise and four men han to his 
assistance. A carriage was called and 
he was borne to the Riverside hospital. 


When the crowd learned that one of 


their 
number had 
been wounded, 
it 


quickly dispersed. 


Ollioers Boyles. and Downey arrested 


Dr. Mitchell and Rev. Emerson, A pa- 
trol wagon was called and Rev. Emerson 
was taken .to tho police station. There 
it was found that his left hand was cut 
and bleeding. Ho was booked and al- 
lowed to go to hb home. 


Chief of Police Stahl was summoned 


from his home but did not arrive until 
the, 
crowd had left. Broken cases and 


smashed beer bottles were carried hack 
into the building and a man stood guard 
the remainder of the' night with a shot- 
gun. 


Speaking of the raid, Chief of Police 


Staples said: 


"The other raids have been expected, 


and I have, had the. officers posted, but 
this one was a complete surprise. No 
idea that it was going to take place. 
My information was that nearly all the 
joints on the south side have been sup- 
plied for the last tiu'ee or four dayj 


from this Curtis storage house, and lit- 
tle, if any, has come from Moeser's." 


DR. MITCHELL'S STATEMENT- 


Dr. Mitchell was seen at 
Riverside 


hospital, where 
he was caring for 


Adams. "They were unloading the, li- 
quor all evening," he said. "We follow- 
ed the wagon they were hauling it in 
from the Union 
Pacific tracks. They 


had emptied one car and there was an- 
other still on the track. It 
was all 


beer." 


Dr. Mitchell had little to say about 


the shooting, tut declared that both 
the. crowd and the officers fired. He did 
not know who fired the first shot.

SETTLEMENT OF 
CUBAN PROBLEM 


Amendment to Army Biit Drawn Up 


by Senate Committee. 


IS SATISFACTORY 


TO THE PRESIDENT 


Extra Session of Congress Is Done A\vay 


With— Amendment Provides That 


United States May 
<• Maintain 


Coaling Stations on Island. 


WASHINGTON, Feb.. 25.—The senate 


committee on relations with Cuba has 
agreed to an amendment to the army 
bill regarding Cuba. The amendment is 
practically 
as 
outlined in these dis- 


patches Saturday, some concessions and 
modifications being made. 


The entire committee is in agreement 


and there will he no minority report and 
no opposition is expected from the Dem- 
ocrats in the senate- It is the general 
impression that the agreement today 
makes, an extra session of congress un- 
necessary. 


At 12:15 p. in,, Senator Platt of Con- 


necticut, chairman of the committee on 
relations 
with 
Cuba, 
reported 
the 


amendment agreed upon by the commit- 
tee on Cuban relations to be attached to 
the army appropriation bill. 


The text of the amendment is as fol- 


lows : 


That in fulfillment of the declaration 


contained in the joint resolution ap- 
proved April 20,1898, entitled "For the 
recognition of the independence of tho 
people of Cuba," demanding that the 
government of Spain relinquish its au- 
thority and government in the island of 
Cuba and to withdraw its land and nav- 
al forces from Cuba and Cuban waters, 
and directing the president of tho Unit- 
ed States to iisc the land and naval 
forces of the United States to carry 
these resolutions into effect, the pres- 
ident is hereby authorized to leave the 
government 
and control of the 
island 


of Cuba to its people so soon as a gov- 
ernment shall have been established in 
said island under a constitution, which, 
either as a part thereof or in an ordi- 
nance appended thereto, shall define the 
future relations of the United States 
with Cuba, substantially as follows: 


I. 
Thnfc the 
government 
of 
Cuba 


shall never enter into any treaty or 
other compact with any foreign power 
or powers which will impair or tend to 
impair the independence of Cuba, nor in 
any manner authorise or permit any for- 
eign power or powers to obtain by col- 
onization or for military or naval pur- 
poses or otherwise, lodgment in, or con- 
trol over any portion of said island. 


II. That said government shall not 


assume or contract any public debt, to 
pay the interest upon which and to make 
reasonable sinking fund provision for the 
ultimate discharge of which, the ordi- 
nary revenues of the island after de- 
fraying the current expenses of govern- 
ment shall be inadequate, 


III. 
That 
the government of Cuba 


consents that tho United States may ex- 
orcise the right to intervene for the 
preservation 
of 
Cuban independence, 


the maintenance of a government ade- 
quate for the protection of life, proper- 
ty and individual liberty and for dis- 
charging the obligations with respect to 
Cuba imposed by tlie treaty of Paris on 
the United States, now to be assumed 
and undertaken by the government of 
Cuba. 


IV. .That all acts of the United States 


5n Cuba during its military occupancy 
thereof are ratified and validated and all 
lawful rights acquired thereunder shall 
be maintained and protected. 


V. Thnt the government of Cuba 


will execute, and as far as necessary, ex- 
tend the plans already devised or other 
plans to be mutually agreed upon for 
the sanitation of the cities of the island 
to the end that a recurrence of epidem- 
ics and infectious diseases may be pre- 
vented, thereby assuring protection (;o 
the people and commerce of Cuba, as well 
as to the 
commerce 
of the southern 


ports of the United States and the peo- 
ple residing therein. 


VI. That the Jslo of Pines shall bo 


omitted from the proposed constitutional 
boundaries of On on, tho title thereto 
being 
left 
to future 
adjustment 
by 


treaty. 


Vli. That 
to 
enable the 
United 


States to maintain the independence of 
Cuba and to protect the people thereof, 
as well as for its own defense, the gov- 
ernment of Cubit will sell or leuse to 
the United States lands necessary for 
coaling or naval stations at certain spec- 
ified points, to be agreed upon with the 
president of the United States. 


V.I11. That by way of further assur- 


ance, the government of Cuba will em- 
body'the foregoing provisions in a per- 
manent treaty with the United States'. 


The amendment was referred to the 


committee on military affairs. 


U can ba stated on high «.nihoritv 


that the Cuban amendment to the army 
appropriation bill is satisfactory to the 
president and its adoption by congress 
will avoid the necessity for an extra ses- 
sion,

Captain Ward ordered several of the

The vessel sank in less than twenty

Nineteen of the Chinese are known to 


have been rescued. 


G. llcclitj a German officer, was res- 


cued by the life-saving crew and imme- 
diately upon being taken ashore, he was 
driven to the California, hotel. He said 
that the fog prevented him from seeing 
what was going on in the work of rescue, 
lie procured a. life-preserver, fastened 
it about his waist and" jumped overboard. 
He was in the water only a short time 
when rescued. 


Pilot Jordan was taken on board yes- 


terday afternoon inside the Farallones. 


The ship then laid to until 4:30 o'clock 


this morning when the weather cleared 
somewhat. The steamer 
then started, 


under half steam, toward Point Honito. 


Site held to her course until 5:30 a m., 


when she struck a roc-k. There was a 
terrific jar. The steamer kept an even 
keel for fifteen minutes when she sud- 
denly plunged downward bow first. 


A boat was launched to examine the 


sYip's position. It contained Third Of- 
ficer Holland- and J. K. Carpenter, a 
capitalist of Oakland. The Pxio Janeiro, 
in her plunge, smashed the little craft. 
Carpenter was picked up, but it is not 
known what became of the third ofli- 


Captain Ward stood on the deck and 


superintended the launching of lifeboats 
and rafts. 


The number of lives lost in the wreck 


of the Itio is variously estimated at 
fifty to one hundred and fifty. 


Jt is almost certain Consul Wildman, 


bis wife and two children are among the 
number lost. Xothing has been seen of 
the family since the vessel struck the 
rock. 


Purser John IJooney is missing and all 


of iiis papers are believed "to have gone 
down with the 
vessel. Unless 
lie is 


found alive or his pouch is recovered, it 
will be impossible to fully determine the 
total io?.s of life until the agents of the 
company in the Orient and in Honolulu 
can communicate their passenger lists. 


One of the rescued passengers gives it 


as his belief that the loss of the vessel 
was caused by the, explosion of her boil- 
ers. 


The bodies of four Chinese! and two 


I white women have been washed ashore. 


The ];io is now entirely under water. 
There are several conflicting stories 


eoiu-erning the fate of Captain Ward. 
The steward says he stood beside the 
captain when the vessel went down. Two 
of her survivors »ny they also saw the 
captain, but

emulated Admiral Tyron, of H. M. S. 
Victoria, going down in his cabin, where 
he met his doom behind a locked door.

ors of 1 lie calamity, all of which conflict 
more or less in detail, it is safe to pre- 
-.ijme Pilot Jordan is the only Jiving 
person qualified to tell exactly how the 
catastrophe happened and who is re- 
spoiiMhle for it. 
Captain Ward is dead 


and between him and the pilot the ship 
was steered to her doom. 


Jordan's »tnry i.-; to the effect that af- 


ter the ship had entered the Heads and 
the fog enveloped her, lie notified the 
captain that it \vas unsafe to proceed, 
but. the l a t t e r ordered him to go ahead. 
The 
captain's order was 
obeyed and 


.therein the pilot confesses himself at 


\ fault, for. from the moment the ship

was taken in hand by him, his authority 
in all matters pertaining to her naviga- 
tion was supreme and, he was solely re- 
sponsible for her safety and the lives of 
the people aboard her. 


There are also'conflicting statements 


as to the conduct of the officers and 
crew. Some say the officers and sailors 
were cool and conscientiously endeavor- 
ing to get out the boats and save as 
many passengers as possible, while oth- 
ers declare that as soon as the serious- 
ness of the situa tion became apparent, 
there was an end to discipline among 
the seamen and that it was "every man 
for himself." 


Captain Ward's voice was heard above 


the shrieks of the women and the howl- 
ing of the Chinese, ordering his men to 
save the women. In the launching of the 
boats, it is said, confusion prevailed and 
one load of passengers and sailors was 
dumped into the sea. The first boat 
that got away carried several of the 
ship's officers. Another boat was im- 
paled upon a spar as the men aboard it 
were trying to row it away from the 
suction caused by the sinking vessel. 
Four boats were cleared from the davits,

.of them got safely away and landed its 
passengers.

the service as a cadet on the steamship 
Tokio and in 1833 was assigned to the 
command of the Rio I)e Janeiro. Later 
he was transferred to the Pero. then to 
the China, then to the City of Pekin. 
lie was then placed in charge of the Rio 
DC ."Janeiro again and had been three 
years and a half on the ship. Captain 
Ward was thirty-five years onl and a 
native of Ealeigh, N. C.

Most of the Victims Italian laborers, 


Twenty-five Injured, Two of Whom 


May Jfot Recover.

KILLED BY FAST FREIGHT. 
YOUXGSTOWN, 
O., Fob.

men \\~crc. killed on the Pennsylvania 
railway bridge at Sharon, Pa., early to- 
day. They Avcrc on their way to work 
and AS'nrc overtaken on the bridge by a 
fast freight. Escape for them was im- 
possible. 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 22.—The total 


number of dead in the Pennsylvania rail- 
road wreck at Hireling's Siding near Bor- 
dcntown hist night, is now known to be 
at least ten. 
There a.re eight bodies in 


the Trenton morgue and Coroner Bower 
wen to the scene of the wreck this morn- 
ing to bring two more bodies to Trwi* 
ton that had been taken from tuider- 
neath the wreckage during the 
early 


morning. The; only dead 
persons 
yet 


identified are Engineer Earlc of the "Nel- 
lie Ely'3 express: Baggagemaster James 
Birmingham, of the local train and J. 
W. Nale, of Trenton, who \ra-s a passen- 
ger on the loeal train. It is believed 
that one of the dead bodies is that of 
William McKinney, also of Trenton. 


Engineer Thompson of the local train, 


who is at St. Nicholas hospital, is still 
in a very precarious condition and iti s 
not at all certain tha.t he will recover- 


Frank Bolden, a passenger on the lo- 


cal tiM-in, Who had both legs taken off, 
is weaker this morning and his recovery 
is doubtful. The others of the injured, 
both Italians, are in a serious condition, 
but all of theo thers are sure to recover. 


Fireman (Jarwood. of tho loeal train, 


who is at tho Mercy hospital, is credit- 
ed with having made the statement that 
theo rders of Engineer Thompson of the 
local, were to take the Siding at Rus- 
ling's, and await the passing of the sec- 
ond section of the "Nelly Bly." As it 
was the third section of the train that 
crashed into the local., there appears to 
have been a misunderstanding of orders. 


Three bodies were found later iu the 


Raritan canal. They are thoso of Ital- 
ian laborers and have been identified. 
This makes the list of dead eleven and 
the list of injured forty-three, twenty- 
five serious 
and eighteen slightly. Of 


the dead, nine are supposed to be Ital- 
ians and the others Engineer Earlc and 
Baggagemaster Birmingham. 


Conductor Sapp, who is injured, is at 


his home in Bordentown. lie has made 
no statement, but is charged with the 
oflicials in failing to obey orders. 


The list of injured will reach nearly 


fifty, nearly half of whom are Italians. 


Superintendent Shepherd said this af- 


ternoon that he has found no reason for 
changing 
the 
opinion 
expressed last 


night that tho crew of the train which 
left Camden at 3:30 had failed to obey 
orders and wait for the third section of 
the 
''Nellie Bly." 
Mr- Shepherd 
said 


that a full investigation will be made 
before any blame wotdd be finally locat- 
ed, but tho preliminary examination to- 
day showed that no mistake had been 
made in the sending of orders to the ac- 
commodation train. 


TERRIBLE SCENES AT THE WRECK 


The scene at the wreck is described by 


those who were present as horrifvimr. 
The two trains collided at full speed and 
both engines were completely demolish- 
ed. The forward car of each tro-iy, in 
both iu stances a combination baggage 
and smoker, were entirely demolished 
also and to add to the horror the wreck- 
age took fire. The .second car of 
the 


"Nellie Bly" turned over on its aide and 
the passengers had to climb out through 
the windows. In this they were assist- 
ed by passengers from the cars that did 
not leave the track. The track at this 
point is so close to the Delaware & Rari- 
tan canal that tho passengers in getting 
out of the overturned coaches got into 
the. canal and many of the bodies of the 
dead and injured had to be taken from 
tho water. 


SHUDDER AT THE SCENE. 


The survivors shuddered as they de- 


scribed the scene of carnage. They said 
the cries of agony coming from under 
the wreckage where the Italians were 
confined were heart-rending. The mass 
took fire from the wrecked engines and 
it is believed a, number of the Italians 
who were not killed outright were burn- 
ed to death. One of the first bodies tak- 
en out wa.s -that of Engineer Walter Earl 
of Atlantic Oity, who was in charge of 
the express. He was killed 
instantly, 


his he-ad having been cut oil'. Then the 
body of James Birmingham of Bordcn- 
town, N. J.. baggagemastev of the local 
train, was found- 
Willing hands went 


instantly to work and if- was due to the 
good wark of the uninjured passengers 
that majry lives were saved. 


The railroad officials put the blame on 


the crew of the local train, claiming they 
disobeyed orders.

who has mndc! an ignominious failure 
of it i" 'trying to gain admission to a 
woman'* club. This p«rson had under- 
stood that his state having fully grant- 
eel the women the right to vote, had 
thereby 
conferred equally upon 
man, 


the privilege of enjoying woman's rights, 
meaning thereby man 
IIP.S as good a 


right to belong to a woman's club as 
woman to enjoy man's right to revel in 
pol-itics to her heart's content. 


This complaining person does noi: ap- 


pear to have entertained the. idea that 
woman may prefer to rct.ain the myster- 
ies .of woman's clnfo unto herself. 
Per- 


haps she does not want man ur.der any 
pretext within Hie; precincts of a club 
room. How docs this Wyoming profes- 
sor now just what the women do with- 
in the privacy of their club rooms.- In- 
deed have Avonicn no secrets from the 
men, and are they obliged just because 
the state baa given them the right, to 
vote, to admit every inquisitive man 
into membership of their clubs. Now 
will the clubs the professor belongs to, 
or club if any, admit any female appli- 
cant. This will be a fair test und if tho 
men's social clubs of Wyoming will ad- 
mit 
the women applicants, 
furnishing 


them of course: with all tho customary 
privileges and the regulation pass key, 
and then the men arc refused as before, 
it. will be full time to raise up and howl 
because of the exclusive-ness and arro- 
gance of some club women- 


But how women like after all some, of 


tho reasons given by the club members, 
to whom the professor had applied to 
know the. reason he was refused admis- 


sion. The professor after having- been 
turned down by some of the members 
persevered, and says the account in the 
Tribune, "stated his ease to 
another 


club official. 
She said that the 
club 


meetings were held in the afternoon, 
and there was no use in admitting men, 
because they could not 
be present. 


When it was pointed out that meetings 
might be held in the evening, she re- 
joined that it was impossible, because 
there were no men in the club and tho 
ladies could not go-out alone at night. 


Still the 
professor 
persevered. He 


tried 
a 
third 
"lady manager." She 


sweetly told him that the women were 
so ignorant of parliamentary law that 
they feared ridicule if they admitted 
7nen. To the suggestion that the men 
would bo glad to instruct the women 
she coldly replied that she know of no 
man in Larimie who could teach the 
Woman's club anything. 


Thereupon Professor Slosson surmised 


that he might bo thought too ignorant 
to benefit by the clubs work. 
So he 


cornered a fourth ''lady manager," and 
told her how much he knew about art, 
literature, history, economics, £.,nd the 
training of children. She curtly 'remark- 
ed that she could not understand why 
any man who thought he knew so much 
should, wish to join the Woman's club. 
It then occurred to Professor Slosson 
that perhaps ho was not handsome or 
well-dressed enough, but a survey of the 
club's members convinced him that they 
were too kind-hearted to keep out ony 
one for such trivial cause." 


MYSTERIES OF 


One of the mysterious things about 


congressional doings is that one can nev- 
er be certain of what has happened or 
icasonably certain of what is going to 
happen. People read in the papers one 
day hist week of a bill having been pass-

Brings that move legislation in Wash- 
ington, nor of the mysterious ways by 
which measures are killed or brought to

laws.

Senator Ma- 
son had gained a point, and that the 
familiar pneumatic tube service had won 
out, and Chicago, St. Louis and possibly 
oiJher places* were to have (his co-called 
improvement. This would seem to be 
positive and doubts were set at rest- 


It would seem to do so, but for a clev- 


er reading of the item, for stowed away 
af the bottom just to delude the reader 
appears the statement that Senator Wol- 
entt i-; opposed to the pneumatic tube 
imposition, or was opposed at the last 
prsMtiii. and it was thought had not 
changed his mind.

Cl'BA AXD THR VNITKT) STATES. 
The attitude of some of these Cubans 


would cause a belief they had in no wise 
improved from what they were some 
years ago. The present 
course causes 


the iclea'many of these, people really be- 
lieve 
tho United States 
is going 
to 


stand sponsor for anything 'they may 
do, that we will start them in business 
as a nation, find without the slightest 
recourse, will if they run in danger, 
back them up and by force of arms- if 
necessary get them out of hock. 


Nothing is more foolish on their part. 


The people very generally in the United 
States have entirely recovered from the 
Cuban Libre craze, and should tho Cu- 
ban .rcpubiin get in another row with 
Sp;uti or any other power, they Avill get 
out of it the best way they can. 


There is but one way for the Cubans 


to secure and retain the protection of 
the United States. This is to give them 
the right to do. This may be. done by 
treaty, and be-st of all, stipulated in the 
Cuban constitution, and this 
country 


given special rights, and our relations 
exactly defined. Cuba must give guar- 
antees she will behave, for we must as- 
suredly can not afford to turn h-er loose 
with the Cuban mnss of ignorance and 
tendency to revolution on the slightest 
provocation. Cuba would 
be involving 


us in trouble every once in a while and 
every 
foreign power would 
certainly; 


hold us responsible for her behavior and 
for the Cuban debts. 
Cuba must in common fairness give the 
United States some assurance basko-l 
by something more substantial than 
words that will keep the peace, and will 
treat us with that respect we ars un- 
questionably 
entitled 
to. 
Our com- 


merce with Cuba must be fully ;>?otect- 
ecl, and our 
large and 
constantly in- 


creasing property interest be preserved 
from the ravages 
o£ would-be revolu- 


tionists and attacks of any grasping 
government. 


We should be assured of two or more 


navy yards and sufficient grounds, and 
with -an unreserved right to have n.ili- 
tary garrisons' at such naval stations*. 
Cuba should be willing to agree that it 
would enter into no agreements or treat- 
ies with other powers. 


In fact the United States must be le- 


gally authorized to preserve the fruits 
of the victory over Spain. It must pro- 
tect Cuba from itself, but otherwise we 
must not have anything whatever to do 
with native customs 
or 
native laws. 


Cuba for Cuba in nil respects, but Cuba 
with strong guarantees it will behave 
and not cause iis trouble, for despite 
the ascrtions of some Cubans the world 
understands we won Cuba from Spain 
and therefore are responsible for the 
acts of Cuba when we turn her loose. 


The position of President McKinley is 


substantially this and he should be en- 
dorsed by all citizens who have taken 
the trouble to study up the situation. 


ENTEHJI'HISIXG AMERICA. 


Ten years ago one Bunting was a 


brakeman on the Southern Pacific, rath- 
er he had been the keeper of a lonely 
water tank in the great Arizona desert 
near Tucson, and by strict attention to 
duty had been relieved from his terri- 
ble position of loneliness and advanced 
to the position of a brakeman on a 
freight train.

CRITICISM ONLY CAX PERFECT. 
There should be no feeling on the part 


o£ 
the 
governor 
or 
his immediate 


friends over any criticism of the pri- 
nniry and convention reform measure. 
It is not known that there is, but there 
are those who may conceive the idea that 
any criticism of m public measure endors- 
ed by a party convention is not proper 
or in place. This view of course is non- 
sense since no convention could possibly 
provide the details, and all it could do 
would be endorse the principle and this 
practically every citizen does in this 
primary and convention business. The 
secret of it is to produce such a measure 
as will fulfill the instructions of the con- 
vention. 


No measure can hope to succeed that 


js defective.. Of the .great importance 
Jhis is, and therefore it follows the crit- 
icism must be incisive and to the pur- 
pose. The provisions must be dissect- 
ed and their ' meaning made entirety 
dear. It is not to the purpose if the 
people 
merely exchange 
one 
set 
of 


chains for another set of chains, if it be 
chains it is so regarded. It is not to the 
purpose if the framers of the bill do not 
change it, that perfect liberty of political 
action be left to the citizens. If the 
machinery provided with the stringent 
provisions regarding the method of se- 
curing candidates, of the voters exer- 
cising their suffrage rights, of the meth- 
od of chosing party committeemen and 
.these with the candidates making party 
platforms, arc objected to as being a 
curtailing of the liberties enjoyed, why 
the framers of tho bill must perforce al- 
ter some of the objectionable provisions 
and meet with the popular approval. 


The Republican party cannot nfiord 


now to undertake to shut off voters who 
prefer something different and this the 
new measure will do and in fact the 
present suffrage law tends too danger- 
ously near on those lines. It will only 
be necessary to voice some of the rea- 
sonable, objections for the framcr of the 
bill to respond.

land legislature was called in extra ses- 
sion to consider the policy of the shite

ed the same purpose and so far with no 
objection from Republican administra- 
tions and congresses, while the federal 
constitution distinctly 
provides 
when 


any state denies the suffrage right to 
its inhabitants entitled to vote, except 
for crime or participation in rebellion, 
the basis of representation there shall be 
reduced in proportion Which the number 
of male inhabitants shall bear to the 
whole number of male citizens of legal 
age. 


Within sight of the c-apilal of the na- 


tion, a sovereign state in proposing to 
abrogate u provision 
of 
the 
United 


States. Four other states have by legis- 
lative enactment done the same thing 
and not one objection anywheres from 
those whose duty it is to enforce the 
federal constitution. 
In the 
case of 


Maryland it would seem the unwisdom 
of pra.tcical politicians, Dhe home of the 
astute Gorman* whose hopes is to lead 
the Democratic 
contingents 
in 
190-i- 


Then-there arc Hepublican. politicians, 
and Maryland went Republican at the 
two last' national elections, who might 
at least exert

agfliinst this proposed political outrage. 
Will they? 


TUVER AKD HARBOR IMPROVE- 


ME.vrs. 


These senators from the south have 


displayed a greed for pork in govern- 
ment appropriations wholly at variance 
with the moderation of northern mem- 
bers. It may be expected so long as the 
government continues the policy of in- 
ternal improvements constituents would 
naturally demand of 
their 
members 


that their localities receive a share of 
the improving going -on, But this has 
been very generally in reason and when 
a proposed improvement proved to be 
a barrel open at both ends the tiling 
was quickly dropped.

amount appropriated could be cut clown 
fully a half of the previous appropria- 
tion; $20,000,000 a. year would carry on 
all enterprises fairly merited by the lo- 
cation and adaptability of improvement.

concentration of ability is only needed 
that our industrious politicians control 
the primaries every time and select their 
county and other chairmen. 


The people want a reform, but they 


want that reform in their best interests. 
Make the machinery very simple. Give 
every man a chance for an office and 
the people every chance to vote for 
whom they please. The people of Wis- 
consin desire no meeting of, candidates 
at Madison making a platform nor do 
they want a meeting of county chair- 
men to ballot 
among 
themselves for 


candidates on the presidential electoral 
tickets. 


They are asking for a primary and 


convention measure that will give to 
them every measure of right and jus- 
tice. 


THE PRIMARY 
LAW. 


The speech of M. S. .Tefl'ris of Janea- 


ville en tlie primary cle'ction law bill 


will have more force with people than 
did trait of Mr. Monahan. It is argu- 
mentative and it is •'logical .in showing 
the defects and objections as regards 
especially the making of the platform, 
the government of party by chairmen 
and the. provisions by which candidates 
are compelled to seek nominations. An 
appeal for votes in behalf of candidates 
is not really an unmeaning objection, 
and neither is that other serious objec- 
tion lying in the provisions for nomina- 
tions that as he says compels a man to 
go begging for an office and destroys 
that high feeling which would have the 
office rather than the man. 


Under this bill there could be no such 


thing, for all men must of necessity seek 
the ofHce. Corporations, as the speak- 
er shows could mobilize voters and con- 
trol the primaries. One objection also 
seriously urged is that which compels 
men to swear he belongs to a certain 
party, and that he intends to vote with 
that party at the next election, and 
while this has been answered with the 
reply he may change his then present 
intentions, honorable men will regard 
such as an evasion. 


Mr, Jeffris is opposed to the bill. He 


differs from others who are in favor of 
the principle but disapprove of one or 
more of the provisions. There is no 
doubt but that if desired, objections 
known to exist can be remedied. If 
they are not the bill as it stands will 
not be acceptable to the great majority. 


OPPOSES THE BONDED 'DEBT TRUST 


MEASURE. 


The Oshlcosh Northwestern

election 
law Wednesday evening

These speakers replied to objections rais- 
ed and said the party pledges must be 
kept. Mr. Miner denied the bill if a 
law would in any wise deprive the rural 
voter of his free choice, and asked if 
.farmers were expressing a 
fear 
they 


would be disfranchised- 
Ho 
spoke of 


the cost of the caucus and convention 
.systems and said a resourceful enemy 
was trying to dcfcut the bill; that the 
present system was weak and had no 
apologists outside of the beneficiaries. 


Mr. Corrigan dwelt upon the advocacy 


of Governor La Foilette to primary re- 
form and replied energetically to var- 
ious objections raised. He said the bill 
would command able, eUVcicnt and hon- 
est men and purify politics, while ho had 
no fear the city would control the coun- 
try. 


Mr. Stange stated he had been one of 


the company with Governor La Foilette 
ancl^ witnessed 
tho 
enthusiasm with 


which ho was greeted. 
He said every 


•man who had studied this law and is 
not prejudiced or has unworthy motives 
.favor the bill and that the old system 
•had been tried and its badnoss'made 
known.

There is a deep mystery about the 
accident and the damage resulting to the 
re.st^of the vessel and other heavy guns, 
lit would seem to the average land ma- 
rine that double decked turrets with tho 
monster guns arranged above each other 
would be a dangerous experiment to car- 
ry out, and that the single deck turrets 
with guns ranged '.ulongside each other 
would be safer. An account

Kearsage matter, says: 


"Ever since it was first discussed the 


subject of double decked turrets has ex- 


cited the naval experts to continued and 
violent controversy. 
The advisers of 


the secrebaiy of navy have been divided 
upon the subject, llear Admiral Samp- 
son, while chief of ordnance, was the 
first of the bureau chiefs to favor the 
system, which had been invented by a 
junior officer of the nevy. 


"The leading line officers have support- 


ed the plan with one or two exeeutioois, 
and those who opposed it hae been wait- 
ing for some evidence of tlie defective- 
ness of the double turret. One argu- 
ment was than an accident to one gun 
would put four of the guns out of ser- 
vice. It is with, some eagerness that the 
critics are awaiting definite news from 
the Kearsage. They have the suspicion 
that the real facts in the case are being 
withheld."'

lime it may be softened by the use of 
quickline, sal-soda, or ammonia," writes 
Maria Parloa of "To Get the Best Re- 
sults in the Home Laundry/' in the Feb- 
ruary Ladies' Home Journal. "When 
there is time to allow the water to set- 
tle the lime is the best agent. To soft- 
en with the lime have the water in a 
large tank or hogshead.

When it falls to powder add enough wat- 
er to make a thin cream and then stir 
into the ivater in the tank. Use one 
ounce of lime for every forty gallons of 
water. Do not let 
any 
undissolved 


lime go into the water. Allow the wat- 
er to stand for twelve hours. Por soft- 
ening with soda, dissolve a pound of 
sal-soda in one quart of boiling water 
and when cold bottle it. Add a gill of 
this liquid soda to about tyenty gallons 
of water. Water that is discolored by 
the soil, as is often the case after a 
heavy rain or when the water pipes are

still sulTcring acutely from famine*. 
In 


the governments of Kherzon nnd Bossor- 
ahin. to.ns of tlion^iuids are familsiiing. 
Amid the. additional hardships of tho 
severe winter hunger typhus is rapidly 
spreading also. 


The condition of the peasantry in the 


famine districts of southwestern Russia 
is equally lamentnbln; but it is worst of 
all in tho northern and east Volga prov- 
inces, where 'the people for two months 
have been subsisting on roots, grasses 
and ofVnl, and are now dying of sheer 
starvation. 


"As in previous famines, the absence 


of 
sufficient rolling stock prevents a 


dish-ilmtion of stored grain to the fam- 
ine districts."

Tho amendment 
was prepared by the Republican, mem- 
bers of the committee and is said to be 
satisfactory to most of them. There ia 
some question whether the amendment 
is satisfactory to the president. 


The proposed amendment recites the 


so-called Teller amendment to the Span- 
ish war resolution and then gives the 
president 
authority to withdraw the 


troops from Cuba when in his judgment 
tho provisions of the Teller amendment 
arc realized.

OX SUNDAY. 


WASHINGTON", Feb. 23—Mr. Depew 


called up the St. Louis exposition bill 
in the senate today. Mr. Teller, of Col- 
orado, and Mr. Pcltigrew, of South Da- 
kota, said they would not object, provid- 
ing they could offer amendments to the 
bill. 


Mr. Test of Missouri, stated that he 


was compelled to leave the city shortly 
on account of his health, but must re- 
main until the bill was disposed of.

MORGAN URGES ACTION.

afternoon Mr. Morgan, 
in a 


speech demanding that the Nicaragua 
canal bill should be made the regular 
order of the senate, said that every par- 
liamentary strategy was being used to 


defeat this bill. He thought it time for 
plain talk, while some of our people in 
authority were being kicked and cuffed 
about by King Edward VII5 also that it 
was time lor sonic attention to be given 
to this purely American enterprise. 


SPOONER COUNSELS PATIENCE. 
Mr. Spooner took the occasion to show 


why, in his opinion the 'Nicaragua' canal 
bill should not pass at this time.. Ho re- 
ferred to the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty 


which had been adopted to clear the 
pathway for the canal. That treaty 
now was being considered by Great Brit- 
ain and we could not pass the canal bill 
without giving great offense to Great 
Britain. 


"Unjust offense," he exclaimed. Mr. 


Spooner said he did' not think we could 
build the canal unless the Clayton-Bui- 
wcr 
treaty 
was superseded, tt we 


should pass the canal bill, Great Britain 
would no doubt reject the treaty. 


Mr. Spooner said it would be grossly 


impolitic and a breach of international 
comity to take any action now when so 
very little time had been given to Great 
Britain to consider the, amendments 
which the senate had made to -the Hay- 
Pauncefotc treaty. 


President Pro Tern Frye ruled that 


the Nicaragua canal bill and not the 
oleomargarine bill, was the regular order 
or unfinished business. 


The bill was immediately displaced by 


the 
fortifications 
appropriation 
bill, 


which was taken up without a roll call-. 


Previous to this action Mr. Morgan 


asked that the Nicaragua canal bill be 
temporarily 
laid aside, to wliich Mr. 


Aldrielt objected. 


The senate passed the fortifications 


appropriation bill and took up the army 
appropriation bill. 


HART'S PROPERTY SEIZED 


British Minister at Pekin Protests 


Against Powers' Action. 


Claims land Is His After Living There 


Twenty Years—Ground Taken In- 


creases legations Area. 


PEKIN, Feb. 23, 1:30 p. m.—Sir Rob- 


ert Hart (chief of the Chinese imperial 
customs) has sent the ministers of the 
powers a strongly worded letter of pro- 
test against the seizure of his property, 
to increase the size of the legation's 
area, which has been taken by Austria, 
France, Germany and Italy. TJie latter 
power has taken, the ground on which 
Sir Robert's house was situated. He 
says it can only be Chinese government 
property in an indefinite sense, in that 
during the past twenty years part of his 
salary as a. Pekin official has been given 
to him in houses instead of the govern- 
ment paying in cash. Sir Robert also 
put money into the purchase of land, in 
building houses and in keeping them in 
repair. He considered that having lived 
there for "twenty years, he owned the 
property 
absolutely. It 
is 
generally 


understood in the service that whoever 
uas lived that long in a house owned it, 
having purchased it on rent allowance, 
He says Italy, especially, had suitable 
grounds and that she had no reason to 
share in the general gratis distribution 
of lands for the various legations. Sir 
Robert also points to his many years in 
the service of the foreign powers and to 
his having made the customs pay the 
principal and interest of loans, a thor- 
oughly international service, and that he 
has even paid the interest on the loans 
since the troubles began, and he thinks 
ho ought to have received more consid- 
eration.

BELIEF THAT CHINA HAS 


ACHIEVED A VICTORY. 


Court Will Only be Compelled to Uchcati 


One of Those Named as Uther Two 


Are In the Hands ofJapanese 


—Conger Cables Today.

Perish Miserably. 


M1LWAUKKB, Wis., 
Feb. 21.—Two 


deaths from starvation were reported to 
the police yesterday by Agent Frcllson 
of the Associated Charities. The victims 
were Mr. and Mrs. John Hoofer of li32

erton vs. Atherton and Westminster," 
the long-anticipated divorce proceedings 
of Major Atherton against his wife, with 
the Duke of Westminster figuring in the 
role/ of co-respondent, have at length 
materialized. Within the past 
thirty- 


six hours the lawyer who is looked upon 
as the leader of the divorce court bar 
has been retained in behalf of the peti- 
tioner. The case cannot be aired in 
court at any rate, for some months, and 
possibly not before the autumn, and the 
friends of the just-married duke may 
yet succeed in comprunising the matter 
ana preventing a trial. But as Major 
Atherton is reported to have already re- 
fused a check for £40,000 as compensa- 
tion for the injury he is said to have sus- 
tained, the task ahead of those who are, 
tlying to arrange a settlement, among 
whom is said to be King Edward him- 
self, would seem to be insuperable. The 
petitioner in this sensational scandal be- 
longs to one of the crack regiments in 
the British army, the Twelfth (Prince of 
Wales Royal) Lancers.

poisonous and liable to cause the death 
of individuals. 
It is also probable that 


the fact remains unkown tha-t lips and 
mouths are, made son; from these pencils. 
So far as the reporter is able to ascer- 
tain no deaths from the pencils have oc: 
curred here a.nd whether many of the 
sore lips arid mouths arc, caused by stick- 
ing the poisonous lead in the, mouth cm- 
ina'te from that practice is problematical, 


Dr. Elmer K. Prcscott, a local physi- 


cian, has begun a crusade against the 
use of indelible lead pencil in Chicago, 
which he charges with being the cause of 
iunumera.blo sore lip-a and fingers and 
sometimes poisoning so severe as to re- 
sult in death. Dr. Prescott says that 
the coloring matter in the indelible, pen- 
cil is aniline, the dye which in the stock- 
ings of Senator Cushma-n K. Davis of 
Minnesota, caused his death from blood 
poisoning.

The bill was discussed by men 
on both sides ami if the arguments of 
the opponents of the measure arc t.o be 
taken as an indication on what terms 
the stalwarts would accept the bill, it 
would seem a measure abolishing cau- 
cuses,.but; retaining conventions might 
be acceptable. 


Mr. Jones took the ground th.it the 


bill in its present form was far too 
sweeping and that it, should he tried in 
a modified form. While the discussion 
was entirely informal it showed pretty 
clearly along what line the opponents of 
the measure were willing to compromise. 
It has also been suggested that the bill 
be submitted to a vote of the people, or 
that it first be tried by counties. 


There arc some of the. 
governor's 


friends who favor meeting the opponents 
of the bill and trying to clVect a com- 
promise, while others insist on the. bill 
passing or dying in its present form. 


What the outcome wijl be the next 


few days will show, but it is the general 
opinion at the capitol tonight that the, 
bill in its present form cannot pass the 
senate and some of the La Follcto sen- 
ators admit that they have only fifteen 
votes.

more was exacted of me than that I 
should occasionally

NEGRO HANGING 


Peter Seibert and Chas. Frederickson, Serving 


in Philippines, Witness Execution of 


Three Native Criminals. 


Southern Luzon, 


Philippine Islands, Jan. 1, 1901. 


Friend Ward: Not having very much 


to do today on acount of it being New 
Year's, will write and let you know we 
arc in the best of health and hope this 
better v/ill iind you in the same condi- 
tion. 


We have been enjoying ourselves pret- 


ty much of late. There was Thanks- 
giving; we had a good time and plenty 
to eat. But Christmas topped them all 
cifT; \ve have not been able to eat a 
"square meal since. 


Christmas morning we had to escort 


'a couple of tame "niggers" on a ten- 
mile "hike," but they did not forget it 
was Christmas and gave us iive dollars 
"to oil up on." There were ten in the 
"bunch" of us. 
The '2Sth of December 


we went to Tyabas, the capital of the 
province, where we hung three "niggers." 
Jt was the first time 1 ever witnessed 
any of that kind of business, and must 
say I enjoyed it very much- 
They were 


bad "niggers," not insurreclors, but la- 
drones. 
They murdered 
an 
insurgent 


major's whole family and all the. child- 
ren. We had captured the major and 
while he was in prison, the ladrones 
done the job. They were after money 
and got it. The leader of their gang 
afterwards 
offered 
$40,000 
American 


money for his release and thought the 
Americans were queer 
people 
not to 


take him up. 


They were given a fair and impartial 


trial and were found guilty, in all there 
were six of them at the time of the ap- 
prehension. Two died in prison, throe 
hung, and I guess the third wii.l get the 
same dose. 


Hanging is a now thing over here to 


-the natives. They. use the 
shooting 


methods. Well, we had a scaffold built 
for three and when the natives saw it, 
they thought vs-e would pull them up 
instead of letting the, victims drop.. The 
seafl'olti was right out. in the open, where 
they could all look on. The soldiers, in- 
cluding 
us, formed 
a hollow 
square 


around the place and it wasn't very long 
before the show started. Pretty soon, 
the colonel and some "high guy" negro 
officers got on the platform and read 
the charges, and, after that, the proces- 
sion 
came along, the three 
prisoners 


\vith their hands strapped behind them, 
two guards leading them as they were a j 
bit "shaky.!? There 
were two 
priests } 


with them all the ni-ght before and up to [ 
the time they met their doom, so -I guess 
ihey are in heaven by this time. 


The church was only about twenty- 


five yards from where they were hung 
and, 
while they wore walking up t'.ii'. 


platform, the, bolls were ringing for their 
funeral. 
The whole job was a success, 


and it 
worked like 
a clock. Two of 


them never made a kick, but one of them 
had a tough neck, and you ought to have 
seen him feel for bottom with his feet, 
Ur., he never found it. 
The, trio were 


left hanging for thirty minutes, so all 
the natives 
could look 
on. They all 


seemed to think they had received their 
just deserts 
and 
were, 
well satisfied 


when the offenders were dead. It was 


a day I will not forget in a long while- 
I have a piece of the rope that hung the 
leader o£ them. 


As far as the trouble is concerned, it 


is pretty quiet here now, except for 
those ladrones and I think in another 
year they will be a, nuisa.nce of the past. 


'J.'hc Thirty-seventh leave Manila to- 


day on the Sheridan for the states. I 
would not mind being numbered among 
them, as we were neighbors here and 
worked together 
all the 
time. 
They 


were a good lot of fellows and soldiers. 
The Thirty-seventh was organized over 
hero and most of the men have served 
two terms on the islands. 


The Eleventh cavalry leave next week 


on the .Mead. They were also associat- 
ed with us all the time. 
I think before 


the middle of February we will be on 
board some transport bound tor home. 
Our turn comes fifth, and if they take 
the way we arrived in Manila, which I 
think they will, we. will sail on the Han- 
cock or Thomas, which arrives here on 
the.

We have a good band here, but we

this time. Will tell you all about the 
war when we get back.

To Secure Passage of Franchise Bill 


Before Legislature. 


His Argument!! Are Sound on the Sub- 


ject—Mr. Kearney AVill Oppose 


the Measure. 


Assemblyman John W. Owen is mak- 


ing a vigorous fight to carry his fran- 
chise bill in the legislature. 
It is ex- 


pected that the bill will com up before 
the committee today or tomorrow ami 
that Thomas M. Kearney of this city, 
will be present to oppose it. 


Mr. Owen, when he appeared before the 


committee, and argtid for the bill, con- 
tended that the proposed 
law would 


force public utilities to 
conform 
to 


changed conditions and make they pay 
their proportionate share of the cost of 
street paving and other improvements 
in growing cities. It would enable coun- 
cils to pass ordinances requiring 
the 


company 
to defend suits against the 


municipal corporation growing out of 
the company's neglect. 


'•Tf the cities arc given this power," 


said Mr. Owens, "they will have a right 
to regulate the charges of water, 
gas 


and electric light companies: but rates 
-would have to be reasonable or they 
would be adjusted by the 
courts. A 


council could also require, the companies 
to stale under oath the actual value of 
their plants, cost of operating, wear and 
tear and repairs, gross earnings and net 
profits, and make them show the true 
condition of the business, so that fair 
rates could be determined. Having once 
determined what would be fair rates of 
compensation, the city could require the 
company to give adequate service for
